AltHovGH some questions of importance 
came up before the meeting of Consuls 
on the 17th instant, the general feeling 
of the meeting seemed rather to have 
been to get rid of responsibility so far 





as possible. This fecling was more 


especially observable with regard to 
the claims made for indemnity for 
losses in the riots in the French Settle- 
ment in May last. There is no doubt 
that the matter was a delicate one for 
the Consuls to take up, as it may be 
considered certain that the greater 
portion of the damage which ensued 
resulted directly from the extraordinary 
conduct of the French Consul, in for- 
bidding the police to disperse the mob 
in the first instance. Still, a protest 
from the body of Consuls would 
haye more effect at Peking than 
the individual representations of those 
only whose nationals may have suf- 
fered in consequence. It is doubtless 
advisable, and is certainly only just, 
that those innocent owners of property 
who suffered serious loss on the occasion 
should be indemnified. Such is the 
practice at least in othor parts of the 
world, but the question naturally arises 
who are the proper parties to pay for 
the losses incurred. On this subject 





| the Consuls might have been expected 


to come to some mutual understanding. 
We are left in the dark as to the Tao- . 
tai’s reasons for refusing compensa. 
tion ; but as no one has shown that the 
Chinese Authorities wero in any way 
mixed up with the state of feeling which 
led to the outbreak, and as the Taotai, 
when applied to, id promptly take mea- 
sures to prevent further disturbance, 
we presume that these are the grounds 
on which he bas based his refusal. The 
breakdown in exacting an indemnity 
for losses incurred in the French settle- 
ment is only another proof, were such 
needed, of the mistaken principles on 
which that settlement has beon estab- 
lished. Here, again, some expression 
of opinion might have been anticipated; 
but the difficulty in gotting the body 
of Consuls to adopt a decided course of 
action was again apparent, when the 
resolution passed by the Ratepayers at 
the last meeting, with regard to the 
suggested ainalgamation of the Settle- 
ments, came up for discussion, The 
resolution was left to be dealt with 
by the several Consuls individually—a 
bad omen for the future unanimity 
of the body. Fortunately, in other 
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Al4 
and plainer matters greater bar-| 
mony prevailed. The silly réport 


of Mr. Kao, to which we have before 
alluded, and the covert insult intended 
by the Chinese Authorities in sending 
such a report to the Foreign Consuls, 
met with a merited rebuff in Mr. 
Medhurst’s reply. There is not, how- 
ever, very much hope for the future in 
the steps proposed to be taken by the 
Taotai, who is evidently acting under 
orders from Peking. ‘The prefect 
Wang may be a man of much superior 
practical information to Kao, still @ pre- 
fect’s antecedents are not likely to be of 
avery practical stamp ; and though Mr. 
Wang may possibly do his best, it cor 
tainly would be better to associate with 
him some engineering element. If the 
Peking Gevernment really desire to 
have their views on the subject of the 
Bar respected, they must fortify them 
with the opinions of practical experts. 
Ibis time that the amateur engineers, 
from the Inspector-General to Mr. Kao, 
should yield to unbiassed professional 
men. ‘Tho opinionof the meeting with re- 
gard to the Bye-law passed regulating the 
sale of meat within the Settlement, was 
consistent with common sense. If the 
Taotai were allowed to drag every little 
point through all tho avenues from 
Soochow to Peking and back again, 
Municipal affairs would soon be 
reduced to a helpless jumble. If an 
ordinary mandarin wishes to regulate 
the slaughtering of butcher’s meat with- 
in his own jurisdiction, he does not 
hesitate to issue proclamations far more 
stringent and without appeal. The 
Byelaw in question was one which did 
not in the slightest degree interfere 
with the Chinese authorities. If the 
Municipal Council were to wait to have 
a unisance removed pending appeal to 
Poking, the sooner the Sanitary depart- 
ment is handed over to the Amateur 
Dramatic Corps the better. We notice 
with pleasure that the strong opinion 
expressed by the meeting of Ratepayers 
with regard to proxy voting has’ met 
with no opposition from the Consuls. 
This is one of those matters in which 
the Ratepayers may be expected to best 
understand their own interests.

‘Telegraphic communication with Amoy 
is again interrupted. 

Any indications of the position of affairs 
in ‘the North, on which the outside world 
can form an opinion, seem to print to the 
early conclusion of the negotiations re- 
garding the Formosa question. It ia dif- 
ficult to guess, however, whether that con- 
clusion is to be pesceful or warlike ; the 
continued despatch of Chinese troops to 
Formosa and the embittered and hostile 
feeling in Japan, taken in connection with 
active preparations for a contest, all point 
to war. A correspondent writing from 
Tientsin on tho 17th, says that the genetal 
opinion in circles which may be supposed 
to have some information as to the state 
of motters, is that “everything betokens 
war.” 

Arumour got abroad on Sunday, after the 
arrival of the Appin from the North, that 
war had been declared between China and 
Japan, and it was further rumoured that 
the Shingking, which arrived later in the 
day, brought confirmation of the report. 
From all we cau learn, however, in the 
absence of our usual correspondence, there 
no alteration in the position of affairs 
since the previous advices referred to 
above. Correspondence received as we go 
to press reports matters in statu quo. 

Friday and Saturday were devoted to 
the Shanghai Rowing Club's Autumn Re- 
gatta, which took place on the Soochow 
Creck, and was in every way a success, 
So far as they could arrange matters, the 
Committee did their best to make the 
Regatta attractive, from a holiday point 
of view, in addition to its object as exam. 
day in the school uf muscular christianity. 
‘A full report will be found elsewhere, 

The season of training having given 
place to that of , the Rowing 
Club put s period to the former and 
opened the latter with their customary 
festive reunion, at the Club, on Monday 
night. Between sixty and seveuty mem- 
hers and their friends were present, under 
the presidency of the genial and witty 
captain of the Club, Mr. R. W. Little, 
wlio was supported on either hand by the 
officiating judges at the late Regatta, 
Capt. Thomson, R.N., and Mr. I. B Eames. 
‘The dinner-table was tastefully appointed, 
and the menu set forth an appotising array 
of viands. When dinner was over, & 
comprehensive toast list was rapidly got 
through, the oratory of the oarsmen being 
both happy and brief; while some capital 
songs, mostly humorous in their character, 
filled up the intervals between speech- 
making, till midnight, at which time the 
party broke up. 

In the absence of other local topics, 
interest is being concentrated on the Races, 
which begin to-morrow, and upon the 
probabilities of which several of our cor- 
respondents have been exercising their 


















































prophetic souls. Tho broken weather 
since training began has been unfortunate 
for sporting men, to whom that time is a 
season of enjoyment of which the Races 
are the wind-up. Wo are glad to hear, 
however, that the Races promise to be 
good, both in point of sport and of attend~ 
ance, and that one element of pleasure not 
always obtainable in Shanghai, the pre- 
sence of a Band, has been secured for the 
Meeting.

The steamer Fychow roports a large junk 
sunk on the right bank of the river, about 
half way betweou ‘Tatung and the upper 
end of Williamotto Cut, nt about a ship's 
length from the shore. 

Tho British ship Lucerne, which left 
Shanghai for Newchwang on ‘Thuraday 
last, struck on the Ariadul Rock the fol- 
lowing day, and was stranded near the 
South Bank of the Yangtsze to prevent 
her sinking. She hus 5 to G feet of water 
over her at high tide. Particulars of the 
occurrence will be found elsewhere, 

Tho United States frigate Hartford 
arrived on Sunday morning from Naga- 
saki, and will probably stay here for 
several months. 

Tho steamer Bruemar Castle, which 
grounded after passing the bar on Sunday, 
got off on the high tide next day. 

At about midnight on Friday, H. M. 
gun-vessel Frolic was returning from 
‘Ningpo to Shanghai, and when near Gutz- 
laff, the crew wore beat to night quarters, 
During the firing, a large steamer was 
observed hovering around, as if curious to 
know what the wusual uproar was about, 
but disinclined to approach too closely. 
‘The report of tho Frolic’s hoavy 7-inch gun, 
chiming in with her final broadside of 
lighter artillery, appeared to decide the 
matter, for the stranger put his helm up, 
and, clapping on ateam, was soon lost to 
view. It seems that when her captain saw 
the flashes of the Frolic’s guns, he was under 
the impression that an engagement was 
being fought between a Chinese and 
Jopanese gunboat, and went to seo if it 
were 80. 

Miss Carry George’s Dramatic Company 
continue to give performances, at the Ly- 
coum, with fair success. ‘There was a very 
Inrge audience pretentat Mins George's be- 
nefit on Friday, every part of the house 
being well filled. Tho performance was 
under the patronage of Admiral Sir Charlo 
Shadwell, K.C.B,, and the Members of 
the Amateur Dramatic Club. The piece 
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selected was “The Octoroon,” a highly- 
coloured melodrama, of a date anterior 
to the American Civil War, ‘The caste 
requiring greater strength than the Com- 
paily has at disposal, several amateurs 
gave their services, and contributed not a 
Tittle to the success of the piece. The 
slave auction, so far as the duties of the 
auctioneer were concerned, was true to 
an almost everyday scone not far from 
the Bund, It received deserved applause. 
‘The leading characters were all well played 
by the members of Miss George’s Company, 
the Red Indian proving himself to be as 
irrepressible as David Ker’s old savage, 
picked up on the road to Khiva—and else 
where, Miss Goorge’s impersonation of 
Zo8, the Octoroon, was a careful and telling 
piece of acting, and she evidently carried 
the sympathies of the house with her, The 
piece was capitally mounted, and some 
excellent acenery, painted expressly by Mr. 
Froyberger, groatly helped the illusion of 
several scenes. ‘The loading of the steamer, 
too, with bales of cotton, was a touch of 
real life that ought not to pass unnoticed. 
‘The Bad of tho Jon Duke occupied the 
orchestra, and played the Zampa overture, 
and several other pieces in excellent style. 

Wo hear that the Quanglong property 
(lately occupied by Messrs. Smith Archer 
& Co,), has been sold to Chineso capitalists 
for Tle, 50,000, It is with no little regret 
wohave to add that we understand it to 
be the intention of the purchasers to re- 
move the exiating buildings, and to cover 
over the fine compound in which they 
atand with Chinese houses. 

‘The minutes of meoting of the Consular 
Body, which we publish to-day, touch on 
yral matters of public interest, notably 
the Woosung Bur question. Mr. Med- 
hurat’s caustic criticism, on bebalf of the 
Consuls, of the report got up on the bur- 
Jeaque survey gone through by expectant 
prefect Kao and the Magistrate of Pao- 
shan, to which wo have more than once 
roferred, will be read with much interest. 
Tho letter seems to have had the desired 
effect of inducing a re-survey, and there 
is other evidonce that the Chinese are not 
being allowed to sleep on the matter, 
although it is difficult to awaken them 
thoroughly to the necessity, and the advan- 
tages to China, immediate as well as ulti- 
mate, of taking steps to remove the Bar. 
Progress is reported in the matter of 
sanitary regulations ; a new and properly 
controlled slaughter house has become pos- 
sible; and the ill-success of attempts to 
get indemnified for damages arising out 
of the French Concession riot, the ques- 
tion of proxy voting, and other business 
was brought up. The meeting saw no 
reason for interfering with the now 
examiners’ shed at the Custom-house—nor 
do wo see any. 

A special meeting of members of the 
Shanghai Gymnasium was held yesterday 
afternoon, at the Main Guard, to discuss 
the advisability of having an autumn 
meeting for Athletic Sports, The rain 
prevented a good atteridance. Mr. W. E. 
Stephenson was called to the chair, and, 
after briefly stating the object of the 
gathering, said that of course it was a 
matter of vote, and called for a show of 
hands, which was given in its favour.— 
























































‘The Chairman next moved that a com- 
mittee of six should be added to the 
permanent committee, for the purpose of 
fixing the date, arranging the programme, 
and all other necessary business. He 
suggested that Mesrs, Voelkel, Pryer, J. 
A. Maitland, Groom, Bromley, and 
Harvie should be the names selected, and 
they were’ agreed to without discussion. 
‘Thero was no other business, and the 
meeting broke up. 

‘The French barque Juthia, Captain 
Garnier, from Nagasaki, coal laden, 
reports having encountered severe weather 
on the 20th, 21st, and 22nd inst., when 
about half way between Nagasaki and 
Shanghai. On the morning of the 20th 
she had a fresh breeze, which much in- 
creased towards noon, and necessitated the 
carrying of small sails only. At midnight 
of the 20th, the vessel sprunga leak, and 
when the pumps were sounded at 2 4.x. 
of the 21st, 60 inches of water were found 
in the hold. The wind incressed from 
the north, and the vessel shipped heavy 
seas, All hands were ordered to the 
pumps, and the vessel’s course was altered 
for Foochow. ‘The water rose to 72 inches 
at 10 4.x. of the 21ét, the hull lying very 
deep in the sea, and the vessel steering 
badly, while water came’ poiring in at 
the scuppere. As it was feared that the 
ship was sinking, several tons of cargo 
wero thrown overboard, but the endea- 
vours to leasen the depth of water wore 
0 far discouraging that it was deemed 
prudent to provision and get ready the 
boats, to abandon the ship if necessary. 
About 4P.a., the unintermitted working 
of the pumps was found to have gained 
on the water in the hold to 
Aiinches, a happy discovery which raised 
the spirits of the nearly wornout crew, 
and induced them to redouble their effort 
to still further reduce it. ‘This they 
succeeded in doing on the morning of 
the 22nd, Later in the day, the well 
showed favourable indications, while at the 
same time the weather moderated. At 
noon the pumps were nearly dry; tho 
wind changed to the N.E., and the vessel's 
course was again set for Shanghai. ‘Tho 
Saddles were sighted at 4 p.m. on the 
2ad, and on the following day a pilot was 
engaged, as well as threo coolies to assist 
in working tho ship—the crew having 
been exhausted by 64 hours continuous 
work at the pumps. 

The last race of the Shanghai Yacht 
Club for the present season took place 
on Tuesday. It was for the Club Cup, and 
was a handicap. ‘The course was round 
astakeboat in the Seven Mile Reach, and 
back to polico hulk. Four yachts were 
entered, but only three came to the buoy 
—the Lillie, the Wave, and the Fearless, 
‘The Nimrod could not muster a crew in 
accordance with the Club Rules, and so 
did not put in an appearance. She was, 
however, so heavily handicapped that, had 
she raced, the chances were at least two to 
one against her winning. Sho was to have 
given the Fearless 35 minutes, and Lillie and 
‘Wave 15 minutes each, the two last named 
therefore giving Fearless 20 minutes. ‘The 
start was to have been made at 10.30, and 
as the raco was open only to yachts 
which competed in the two previous races, 







































tho number was reduced to those named, 
There was no wind at the time fixed for 
the start, and as the tide was unfavour- 
able, it was resolved to wait, till the flood, 
at about 12 o'clock, should enable the craft 
to make something like a race, if only a 
drifting one. Never was a-start effected 
under more uninteresting circumstances,— 
interest, on the part of the public was ni 

and apparently, also, on that of the Club ; 
for en passant, it may be here mentioned 
that the Corinthian Houseboat Race, 
which was also on the card for the samo 
day, did not fill, owing to the impossi- 
bility of getting crows among the mom- 
bers! The yachts got away at a few 
minutes past 12, Wave being the first to 
cant from the buoy ; but the Lillie, having 
the windward position, was roally first 
round, though she failed to improve her 
start upon the Wave, which left the centre 
buoy, the Fearless slipping from leeward 
of both, ‘The wind was hardly sufficient 
to assist either, but the tide was now 
running up at a fast pace, and speedily 
carried the yachts out of aight of the 
starting point, a scud of rain which shortly 
afterwards came on, assisting their dis- 
appearance most effectually, At a Into 
hour on Tuesday wo ascertained that the 
first to round the stakeboat was the Wave; 
Qnd, Lillie; 3rd; Fearless, Approaching 
the soven-mile reach the Fearless over- 
hauled the two others; and then ensued 
some nico handling of the craft. From 
this time the Lillie came to the fore, and 
won easily, But as the round was not 
completed within eight hours of starting, 
there is no race, The Lillie arrived at 
8.59 p.m. 

A letter from Nanking, in Monday’s 
Shunpao, gives some particulars of the 
assassination, about three weeks ago, of 
military mandarin at Szochow, in Anwhei 
province, ‘The officer was in command of 
two camps of about 500 men each. As ho 
was riding out one day, accompanied only 
by an unarmed servant, ho was accosted by 
aman who held up a gold bracelet to attract 
hisattention, ‘The man begged the officer's 
acceptance of the trinket, and while the 
latter was looking at it, suddenly drow a 
knife and struck at him. ‘The officer 
warded off the blow with his hand, on 
which he received acut. ‘Tho servant then 
rushed forward, but the assassin gave him 
also a cut on the hand, and he fled. ‘The, 
diversion, however, enabled the officer to 
draw a weapon from his belt, and become 
the assailant instead of the assailed, ‘Tho 
assassin fled, the officer in pursuit, till a 
bridge, narrow and slippery as Chines 
bridges usually aro, was reached, where 
the officer’s horse fell. ‘The assassin was 
immediately upon his victim, stabbed him 
repeatedly, finally cut his throat, and then 
escaped, leaving him dead. ‘Tho sorvant 
reported the occurrence to the Chehsion, 
who held an inquest and informed the 
higher authorities. ‘The correspondent 
ms to be unable to throw any light on 
the motive for the crime, but from what 
he says, it appears that the servant has 
been suborned to declaro that his master 
committed suicide, in a fit of insanity.

THE WEATHER. 
In may be interesting to know that, 
while in 1873 there were at Shanghai 
but four days in the first three weeks of 
October in which rain fell, and the 
total number of hours of rain was but 
17, during the corresponding period of 
the present year there have been 11 
days more or less wet, with an aggre- 
gate of 96 hours of rain. In addition, 
during the last half of September there 
wore eight days of rain, with 78 hours 
rainfall, against 6 days of rain and 18 
hours of rainfall in the previous year. 
‘The winds, again, were this year more 
shifting than last, In 1873, the N.E. 
monsoon was well established early 
in September, while this year it 
can scarcely be said to have even 
yot, in the last week of October, 
fairly set in. This peculiarity of 
the season may be coupled with 
the fact that the summer, with which 
we have as yet scarcely parted com- 
pany, set in at the unusually early 
period of the first week in June, a 
sndden rise in the thermometer having 
taken place on the 4th of that month, 
and no subsequent fall of more than 
one or two degrees having occurred, 
‘The summer itself was not a hot one, 
the maxima marked being below the 
average, bub at the same time the 
temperature was steadier than usual, 
none of the breaks of comparatively 
cool weather which generally succeed 
‘a hot spell having occurred to interfere 
with the monotony of the season. 
‘The summer was remarkably free 
from winds, a slight exception in 
the month of July marking unsettled 
weather on the coast of Formosa. For 
the remainder, light winds or calms 
were the prevailing features. The 
extraordinary weather through which 
we have been passing was marked by 
the disastrous typhoon of Hongkong 
on the 22nd and 23rd of September, 
and since that date we have had reports 
of more or less unsettled weather all 
along the coast, and more recently still, 
there was a severe cyclone in the neigh- 
bourhood of Calcutta. All these cir- 
cumstances combined, render the season 
a peculiar one; and, as might be anti- 
cipated, the peculiarity of the season 
has had its effects on the health of the 
Settlement. Since epidemic cholera left 
us in 1863, so unhealthy a season has 
probably not been observed, and this 
unhealthiness is equally marked whether 
we look at the number of actual deaths, 
or simply take the experience of physi- 
cians as to the number of patients 
under treatment. If, however, the 
summer was pre-eminently unhealthy, 
it promised to be at least an unusually 
productive one. Seldom have the 
crops of rice and cotton looked better 
than this year, in the neighbourhood of 
Shanghai. Such at least was the case 
till the last week in September, but the 
unusual rains of this month have 
much interfered with both crops, ang 





especially with the rice. The more in- 
dustrious of the farmers had indeed 
succeeded in getting in the greater 
part, or in some cases nearly all, 
of their cotton, before the heavy 
downfall of rain which marked this 
month took place. Many, however, 
were dilatory, and content with the 
usual haphazard way of the natives 
of the province, neglected to pluck 
the pods in time, and in conse- 
quence have suffered severely. Even 
the high cotton lands have in many 
places become little better than swamps, 
and freshly blown cotton flowers mark 
a large proportion of the fields. With 
regard to rice, we believe that very 
great damage has been done to the 
crop. It was in but few localities ripe 
enough to cut, and the heavy and 
continuous rains have beaten down the 
greater portion of the crop, as well 
as kept the fields in a swampy state, 
when a dry surface for harvesting 
was needed. To return from greater 
to lesser topics, our races, owing 
to the saturation of the soil, bid 
fair to be rather inferior to those 
of late years. Lotteries have almost 
fallen through, as it was felt to be a 
mere matter of chance what would be 
the outcome of a race. The regatta 
was pulled under a hot sun, a1 
generally speaking lassitude and weari- 
ness bave taken the place of the fresh 
feeling with which October is generally 
accompanied. Time bas not yet elapsed 
sufficient for us to know whether the 
weather in China has had its counter- 
part elsowhere; but previous experience 
seems to show that we take part, in 
abnormal cases like the present, with a 
large tract of Asia, Our meteorological 
reports are unfortunately not very 
voluminous, and we miss the presence 
of a good meteorologist, to bundle up 
the fragments which are even now 
accessible. 








PROFESSOR TYNDALL'S ADDRESS AT THE 
BRITISH ASSOCIATION MEETING. 
‘Tus last year, judging from the 
reports of the meetings of the British 
Association at Belfast, and of the Iron 
and Steel Institution at Barrow-in- 
Furness, has not been fruitful in new 
inventions. The work of the year has 
rather been expended in polishing up 
old devices than introducing new; so 
that except for a certain amount of 
steady progress in old ways, the world 
is scarcely in advance of its position 
twelve months ago. Professor Tyndall, 
did indeed, at the meeting at Belfast, 
somewhat startle his hearers by the 
ultra-materialistic views put forward by 
him from the presidential chair. These 
views, however, cannot be considered as 
representing fairly the opinions of 
scientific men. ‘True it is that doctrines 
of evolution are now almost universally 
accepted as necessities. Special crea- 
tions or breaks of continuity in. life 
seem to the scientific mind as unnatural 
as would be sudden variations in the 
action of the laws of gravity. The man

who, to support a theory, should be 
driven to postulate an intermittent 
action in these laws, would be at once 
considered as beyond the pale of reason. 
Yot practically ‘all experience goes to 
prove the continuity of vital force to be 
as necessary as that of the more, so- 
called, material forces of the Universe. 
‘The doctrine of evolution, combined with 
that of the survival of the fittest, does 
indeed account to our mental senses for 
many of the harmonies seen around us. 
We can imagine during countless agos 
that an infinite number of combinations 
and modifications must have taken 
place, and we can argue that of these, 
some, being suited to the circumstances 
of the place and time, continued to 
exist; while others, not answering those 
conditions, perished after a shorter or 
longer period of combative existence. 
In this sense we must consider the 
whole Universe to be in a state of 
internecine war. Peace and order 
only exist as the result of unceasing 
strife. Such views may lead us to 
imagine the possibility of life under 
conditions very different from what is 
familiar to our own experience. A 
world blessed with an atmosphere, with 
alternating seasons, and day and night 
regularly following, where the temper- 





id | ature seldom or never exceeds the mean 


between the melting point of ice and 
the boiling point of water, seems to us 
the only sphere adapted to rational 
life. Yet we know that but an infini- 
tesimal proportion of the orbs known 
to us can fulfil such conditions. Even 
in our own solar system there seems to 
be but one other body where a being 
of flesh aud blood could survive. Mars 
seems to have his seasons as we have. 
In winter ice and snow encroach, as 
they do with us, on his temperate 
regions, and in summer they gradually 
withdraw to the neighborhood of the 
poles. Still even Mars must differ in 
many respects from ourselves. - ‘The 
Sun has, for instance, considerably less 
of the fierce energy with which he 
beams down on us ; and a flower show 
or croquet party in the red planet 
would probably seem an indifferent sort 
of thing compared with a similar event 
amongst ourselves. If we travel to 
other planets, it is difficalt to imagine 
how we could live for a moment. ‘The 
surface of Venus, for instance, must be 
frequently ab boiling heat, and in 
Mercury it is impossible to say what 
we should have to undergo. Some 
people tell us that Jupiter is even now 
asort of a semi.sun, and that his sur- 
face has scarcely got cooled down below 
red heat, If all this be true of the pla- 
nets, what shall we say of the Sun? Our 
own luminary, and he is by no means 
one of the hottest, taking rank, like 
a sensible individual, but in the second 
class. is probably several thousand times 
hotter than melted cast iron. Com- 
pared bulk for bulk with the whole of 
the remainder of the system, he is im- 
measurably the superior. What is true 
of our own system is probably true of 
others. Here and there a solitary world 
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or two might be found circling round 
some Sun under conditions not unlike 
the Earth. The greater portion of 
matter, however, so far as we can 
recognise it, is in a state approaching 
ineandescence. If matter have a ten- 
dency to unite in forms which eventu- 
ally become transformed into living 
organisms, those that are fittest surviv- 
ing, the rest dying sooner or later, can 
we not conceive such combinations 
being possible amidst the intense heat of 
the Sun and the fixed stars, as well as 
under what we must consider the very 
exceptional circumstances of our own 
planet ? Evolution may have produced, 
amidst the incandescent gases of the 
Sun, beings as sentient as those we are 
taught it bas produced on this our 
little Earth. If we could believe that 
Professor Tyndall's theories of matter 
could bind the whole Universe together 
in a more unbroken chain of cause 
and effect than we have any experience 
of at present, his materialistic views 
might after all result in our taking 
wider view of creative intelligence. As 
men, we have a tendency to take an 
anthropomorphic view of the Deity. 
‘Wo wonder at somo of the idols wor- 
shipped by nations in a different state 
of culture from ourselves; yet, after 
it is nob unlikely that our own views 
would displny to a wider intelligence 
a view of the supernatural almost as 
defective.

No, 11f.—Twe Sooar Traps. 


In rosiewing last week the Reports of 
the Foreign Commissioners of Customs at 
the open ports, we alluded to the extra- 
ordinary method adopted by the Chinese 
Government with regard to sugar. Next, 
probably, in absurdity, to its treatment of 
the opium trade, is the manner in which 
it hampers the sugar trade between its 
own ports, Roughly speaking South China 
in a sugar producing country, and North 
China on the otier hand a sugar consuming 
one, To a native, fed on the low diet 
consumed ordinarily by the Chinese, sugar 
is more than a luxury—it becomes almost 

ity. We should expect, therefore, 
that every reasonable facility should be 
given to its production and carriage. 
Even on the narrow principle’ that the 
import of sugar as a Chinese production 
ought to be encouraged, we might 
expect to find that the burdens laid 
upon sugar should be of the lightest 
nature, and that if the Chinese really 
ished to injure foreign trade, and 
diminish the dependence of their people 
on foreigners, the sugar trade would be 
one where they would offer bounties to 
tho native at the expense of the foreigner. 
It is curious to observe that the contrary, 
is the case, and that, the natives through 
large districts of the empire are mainly 
dependent on foreigners for their ability 
to purchase one of the most useful of 























native productions at a reasonable price. 
‘This connection of foreigners with a trade 
so purely inative is in a great measure 
accidental, but is none the less instructive 
as an instance of the oppressive and 
suicidal nature of Chinese fiscal economy. 
Through the circumstance, then, of 
Hongkong having become a British port 
some thirty odd years ago, sugar in- 
troduced into China from that colony 
ranks as of foreign import. The island 
itself is utterly incapable of producing 
sugar, being little more than a mass of 
hills with rocky valleys intervening, but 
serves as a storehouse for many of the 
productions of the mainland, As an arti- 
cle of foreign import, sugar from Hong- 
kong, though really of Chinese origin, 
becomes entitled to the benefit of the 
clauses in the treaty of Tientsin which 
regulate the transit duties to be paid on 
such articles when conveyed into the 
interior. Sugar, when imported into 
China, pays a duty of about 8 pence per 
ewt. for what is denominated brown, and 
about 13 pence on what is + -Ied white, 
but is really brown sugar as i.own 
European markets. The transit duties 
amount to one-half of these sums addi- 
tional ; 20 that for sugar imported from 
Hongkong, the Chinese Government 
receives about one shilling per ewt. for new, 
and twenty pence for ordinary, while 
these rates, according to treaty, entitle 
the sugar to bo laid down at any portion 
of the interior. Sugar imported direct 
from s Chinese port in foreign bottoms 
pays precisely the same amount of duty, 
but enjoys no protection from the system 
Owing to the superior 
nm eraft as compared 
with the Chinese junk, the former may be 
said to almost monopolise the sugar trade 
between North and South, so that the 
Customs returns afford a fair idea of the 
position from year to year of the trade. 
Chinkiang and Kiukiang are as yet the 
only ports which have availed themselves 
of the commutation clause in the treaty, 
the reason probably being that the sugar 
trade is a strictly Chineso one, and any 
attempt to enter it on the part of 
foreigners is jealously opposed by the 
native dealers. effect at Chinkiang, 
has been to diminish the direct import 
from Chinese ports till it is now scarcely 
more than sufficient for the local demand, 
while that imported from Hof&kong 
through Shanghai has asateadily incrensed. 
At Kiukiang, the enme result has followed, 
but, on account of the bad faith of the 
Provincial authoritios, and the want of 
energy of foreign importers or foreign 
officials, not to thesame extent. We quote 
Mr. Huber’s remarks on this subject in 
full, from his Report on the Trade of 
Chinkiang during the years 1871-72. 

With regard to the importation of Sugar, 
Table V., a slight decrease of about peculs 
13,000 is noticeable in 1872 as compared 
with 1871, while 1871 shews 
about 124,000 peculs over 
needless to repeat that the greater part of 
this so-called Foreign Stigar is produced 
in China—principally in the province of 
Kwangtung, and in Formosa—and that it 
is denominated Foreign, and so imported, 
in order that it may be ‘sent inland under 
‘Transit Pass, and be thus treated asa 
bond fide Foreign staple, because it comes 


















































through Hongkong ; but it may be useful 
to consider how this irregular state of 
things may be rectified. 

Sugar sent to Hongkong from a Chinese 
port pays a full export duty, and when 
imported from Hongkong into China as 
Foreign produce it pays another full Im- 
port duty. When the merchant wishes to 
seud it inland he applies for a Transit 
Pass, pays the Transit (one half Import) 
duty, ‘and his Sugar is then free of all 
inland taxes, so that when it reaches the 
inland market, no matter how far that 
may be from the port of entry, it will have 
been subject to but two full aud one half 
duties. 

On the other hand, Native Sugar sent 
from one Chinese port to another pays full 
Export duty at the port of shipment, and 
the Coast ‘Trade, or half duty, at the port 
of entry, thus saving a halé duty over the 
so-called Foreign Sugar. But later on, 
when the merchant wants to send it inland, 
he cannot get a Pass by paying the Transit 
duty, for this privilege is only. granted to 
goods of Foreign origin, and his Sugar hi 
to pay all the inland’ taxes, which may 
amount in certain cases to more than ten 
times half Transit duty ; so that Nati 
Sugar, which, when leaving Chinkiang, 
had saved two half duties over the so-called 
Foreign Suyar, has, by the time it reaches 
the inland market, paid taxes to the extent 
of five times these two half duties, or four 
full duties more than Foreign’ Sug 
Hence it is that Native Sugar is sent to 
Hongkong and imported thence as Foreign, 
and that many attempts haye been made to 

ass here as Foreign, Sugar which had 
Been imported direot from*n Chinese port, 
without passing through Hongkong, and 
had only paid the half, or Coast ‘Trade 





























that, in future, the total of all inland 
taxes on Native Sugar should not exceed a 
full duty, the two kinds of Sugar, Foreign 
and Native, would reach the consumer on 
the same terms, 

It may be objected thot this would 
reduce too much the revere accruing to 
inland officials from taxes on Sugar, that 
such an order would not be respected by 
them, that they would still levy other 
taxes, and so forth, ‘To answer these ob- 
jections is easy ; for 1°, there would be a 
much larger quantity of Sugar paying 
those small taxes, as most likely all the 
Sugar now sent inland as Foreign would 
then be imported as Native and conse- 
quently pay those taxes; and 2°, The 
Chinese Government could make’ those 
taxes on Sugar payable at the Foreign 
Oftice of Customs, when a Transit Pass 
would be issued. The Native inland 
authorities would not then notico whether 
the Sugar covered by the Pass was origin- 
ally imported as Foreign or as Native, and 
they would respect the Pass as much as 
they do those which are at the present 
time issued for the so-called Foreign 
Sugar. The amount collected as Transit 
duty on Native Sugar, if found advisable, 
could be put on one side by the Customs 
and paid into the exchequer of the pro- 
vince for which the Pass was applied for. 

Further, in order to be able to introduce 
here as Fixeign, Sugar of Native orivin, 
the merchants have to pay certain feos 
for shipment to Hongkong, and additional 
fees there for storage and transhipment, 
and Iam told that they would with plea- 
sure pay a sum equal to a full duty, could 
they dispense with paying these fees and 
sustaining such a loss of time ; 20 that the 
Chinese Government by making the total 
of inland taxes equal even to two full 
duties, would put a stop to the present 
irregular state of that trade, and the 
revenue accruing to tho inland officials 
would most likely be increased rather than 
diminished. 

Another natural consequence of such a 
measure being adopted by the Chinese 
Government would be, that a regular 
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direct and profitable trade would spring 
up between the Sugar producing districts 
—which are always more or less in want 
of rice—and this port, which is the-natural 
depét for all the rice and other grain 
produced in the Kiangsu and Anhwei 
provinces. An idea of the growing powers 
Of these provinces may be formed when it 
is'stated that 1,867,234 peculs of rice and 
other grain were i 
Foreign vestels—chiefly to the Sugar pro- 
ducing districts, to supply a severe dearth 
that was then existing—and that an equal 
juantity was exported, so I am told, in 

Jhinese junks. ‘The topic is a most inte- 
resting one and I shall again revert to it 
when writing on the Export Trade, 

‘Mr. Huber shows that the Chineso 
Government would not lose one cash of 
their revenue by the amendment of the 
aystem, while all the benefit to be derived 
would be directly Chinese. We do not, 
howover, approve of his idea of charging 
excessive duties, Far better would it be 
simply to announce that no distinction 
would for the future be made in regard to 
transit passes between so-called foreign 
and native sugar, ‘This matter, however, 
Jends us into a curious calculation ; in the 
year 1872, which is the last for which we 
have received full statistics, we find that 
Shanghaiimported 183 thousand peculs of s0- 
called foreign sugar. Of this, it re-exported 
924 thousand piculs to all Chinese ports. 
‘The river ports entirely depend for their 
supplies, of foreign sugar at least, on 
Shanghai, and wo discover that of this 
amount 419 thousand peculs are imported 
by them, Chinkiang taking 271 thousand. 
‘The puzzle does not end here, for of the 
271 thousand imported by Chinkiang, 290 
thousand went inland under transit pass. 
‘This last is, however, accounted for by the 
fact that 19 thousand of the Inst year’s 
import remained over, 60 that the entire of 
the two years’ import seems to have taken 
advantage of the commutation clause of 
tho troaty. Mr, Hubor hints that much 
native sugar was imported as foreign, and 
rather prides himself for his activity in 
stopping this in transit, Without allud- 
ing to the measures taken, we cannot 
account thus easily for the discrepancies 
in the reports. Assuming that the 95 
thousand peculs of foreign sugar thus 
unaccounted for was really native, and 
that no foreign sugar had left Shanghai 
for other than river ports, we may deduct 
that-amount from the 455 thousand peculs 
of native sugar re-exported from Shanghai 
to native ports, leaving a balance of 360 
thousand peculs, ‘The river ports took 
Detween them 338 thousand peculs, s0 
that but 22 thousand peculs remain to be 
ivided amongst Ningpo and the three 
Northern ports. Probably an explanation 
of this seeming discrepancy is poseible, 
but till it is afforded, we cannot reason 
more closely on some of the points raised. 
With regard to Shanghai, it is curious to 
observe that the total of imports of so- 
called foreign sugar for the five years 
1868-72, only exceed the exports by 11 
thousand peculs, so that we can hardly be 
justified in suggesting that the large excess 
of exporis over imports in 1872 could be 
accounted for by the presence of heavy 
previous stocks.

the East bank of tho river, and proceed 
rapidly in the direction of the Imperial 
Arsenal. I subsequently heard that his 
Excellency had left the gunboat Chinkae 
at the mouth of the Arsenal creck, a few 
miles below this place, and proceeded in 
his sedan to the Arsenal, His Excellency 
inspected some of the works there, and 
at about 2 p.m. left for his yamun in 
town, proceeding by tho Enst gato bridge 
of boats, and thus avoiding the settlement 
anchor 

‘Taking into consideration the unfriendly 
relations which we hear exist between 
China and Japan ; and nothing being as 
yet made kuown to the publie of what has 
passed between the two Governments since 
‘Mr. Okubo reached Peking, we can only 
judge hero of the state of affairs at the 
capital from the proceedings of the officials 
of the two countries. I am, there- 
fore, s0 partionlar in laying before your 
readers all the movements of the Japanese 
and Chinese officials which come under our 
notice, and which may indicate hostile 
measures on either side, in order that your 
readera may be able to judge for them- 
selves of the stato of affairs, as far as it is 
possible to do so from such data.

SINGAPORE, 
(Straits Times.) 

Captain Thorburn, of the British barque 
Ida, arrived here yesterday (7th), from Ma- 
nila, and reported the total loss of hia vessel 
on the 29th Angust, on a reef improperly 
marked on his chart, when entering the 
port of Cebu, Philipines. ‘The chart was 
& French one, dated 1863, aud corrected 
to 1869. After the vessel struck, bear- 
were taken, Cebu bearing N.N.W. 
W., and S.E, end of Mactan N.E. by E. 
After getting aground, sixnals were made 
and guns fired to attract the attention of 
two Spanish men of war at anchor about 
threo miles distant, but without effect, 
A boat belonging to tho Swiftsure was, 
however, manned by a few English gevtlo- 
men, who put off to the stranded vessel, 
aud rendered all the in thei 
power, but it was im lo to got the ship 
afloat, and sho became a total loss. Sho 
was laden with a cargo of rice from Saigon, 
only a small portion of which, we learn, 
has been saved. ‘The crew have, we under- 
stand, been sont to Hongkong. 

A bont with seven shipwrecked sailors 
arrived at Townsville on the 20th Sept. 
with the 2nd officer in charge, who report 
that the ship Guinevere, of London, bound 
from Melbourne to Manila, was lost on the 
Ath Sopt., on Pocklington reef, Now 
Guinea,’ Piiroe boats containing all hands 
(25), left in company, but soon parted ;— 
One boat with five men arrived at Towns 
je on tho 2lst instant; the third boat 
with the Captain, chief officer, and ten 
men, was still missing. They say none 
on board were aware that there was any 
Sotttlement north of Port Denison, and 
were proceeding southward when’ they 
discovered the lighthouse at Cape Bowling 
Green, lauded there, and were directed 
to Townaville, and the Jeddah was 
requested to keep a look out for the 
missing boat, Up to the 26th September, 
the date of departure of the Jeddah, no 
further news lind been received in Somer- 
set regarding the boat.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTE! 


Oct, 3rd. (1)—The Governor-General of 
Min-chéh and the Governor of Fuhkien 
memorialize reporting the full particulars 
with respect to the trial and condemnation 
of the rebel-londer Yang Fu-ts'ing, after 
perusing the Imperial Decree which 
‘appeared on this subject in the Gazette of 
the 4th August. Having referred to his 
capture and successive trials, they state 
that the ex-rebel in question was a native 
of the Diatrict of Kwei-p'ing in Kwangsi, 
His namo origitially was Yang Kin-shéng, 
but from his childish name of A Tei, 
was familiarly known as Yang Poel 
marked A'Ts'i, He changed his designa, 


tion to Yang Fu-tsiing AIRE} on 
being adopted asa relative by Yang Siu- 
Ho joined the rebels with his 

elder brother on the departmental city of 
Yung-ngan being made the first centre of 
operations by Hung  Siu-ts'tan (the 
Taiping Wang) after his rising in 1850. 
‘Ho purticipated in all the subsequent cam- 
paigns of the rebels, during their career 
through Kwangsi, up to the taking of 
Nanking, and rose to occupy successive 
Aiguitios in the robel army, until crexted a 
ce,” with the title Fu Wang. In 
1864 he ‘made good his escape from Hu- 
chow to Shanghai, and thence proceeded 
in. disguise is native home. He 
subsequently visited Kweichow, Kwang- 
tung, Hunan, and Nyauhwei, never 
venturing to remain long in any one place, 
and on hearing ately that braves were 
being enlisted in Fubkien, he was about to 






















































offer himself in this capacity, whon he was 
arrestedat Tsin-kiang. Asalready reported, 
he was sentenced as guilty of treason to 
suffer death by ling-ch’e (the slicing process), 
and this penalty has been accordingly 
carried out. A list of the officinls who 
distinguished themselves on the occasion 
of his capture in submitted for awards of 
Imperial recompense. 

The remainder of this day’s Gazette is 
occupied with administrative detaila from 
the same quarter. 

Oct. 4th.—The Governor-General of 
Sze-clr'wan memorislizes at great length 
reporting the recapture and execution of 
‘prisoner who had escaped from his guard 
while on the journey back to a district 
jail, after having been sentenced at the 
“autumn assize” to death by strangling. 
The prisoner, P’an Yeo-fu, had been 
found guilty of causing the death, by 
wounds inflicted in a quarrel, of a woman 
with whom he had been carrying on a 
criminal intercourse, and was sent back in 
Tune, 1873, to the district city of Yiin-lien, 
to await the period of execution. Whilst 
on the road one day, having gone into a 
wayside cookshop with his guards, he 
feigned a sudden attack of indisposition, 
and being taken outside by one of #1 
police he seized an opportunity, when t 
watcher was off his guard, to slip off his 
chain and to throw himself over a preci- 

ice down a ravine, Riding himself of 
his fetters and clothing, he made good his 
escape. ‘Two months afterwards, however, 
he was recaptured by the Yiinnan autho- 
rities at his native home, toward which he 
had made his way, and having been handed 
over in due course, he has been sentenced 
as the law directs to undergo immed 
execution of hisoriginalsentence, The p. 
whose negligence permitted his escape ar 
toauffer the penalty of one hundred blow: 
and transportation for three years, as the 
law provides.

THE WOOSUNG BAR. 
British Consulate, 
Shanghai, 23rd July, 1874. 

Sir,—In April last | had occasion to ask 
you for a copy of any report which you may 
have found it necessary to make to the high 
Provincial authorities on the subject of the 
Woosung Bar, and you were good enough to 
place in iay hands transcript of a communi- 
eation which you had addressed to his Excel- 


lency Ho, Superintendent of Foreign Trade, 








in the summer of 1872. This document I 
shortly afterwards submitted to the Foreign 
Consuls for their information, and they have 
now charged me to make the following obser- 
‘ations in reference to its contenta = 

‘The report appears to have been based upon 
a return made by Kao, an t aub- 

refect, conjointly with the Magistrate of 
Paoshan, who repaired ta the spot to make their 
investigations, but, finding the river wide, 
and the bar under water, contented themselves 
with making a guess as to the extent of the 
obstruction, and procuring the statements of 
the country and boat-people in that vicinity 
as to its history and character. 

Proceoding upon the information so gained, 
they came to the conelusion that deepening 
was impracticable, even supposing foreign 
machines for dredging were employed, and 
this conclusion you appear to have adopted 
and conveyed forthwith to the High Commis- 
sioners, with a request that it might be com- 
municated to the Tsungli yamén, for their 
guidan 

‘This treatment of the case the Consuls can- 
not but regard as too perfunctory and incom- 











plete to admit of their expreming any satis: 
ion with the steps taken. ‘They would 
not venture to throw any discredit on 


the administrative abilities of Kao, or the 
Magistrate associated with him in the sur- 
vey which was ordered upon the Bar. 
But, however able and talented these 
functionaries may be in thei ular 
spheres, it stands to reason that 
tl could not be of it 
technical knowledge to be able to conduct a 
nautical aurvey with intelligence, let alo 
success. And the farcical character of 
process becomes the more apparesit ‘when it is 
remembered that, according to their own 
admission, they found the river so wide, and 
the water s0 deep, that they were obliged to 
content themaclves with *‘ guessing” at the 
facts, and bolstering up their guesses by sub- 
sequant enquiries “of ignorant farmers and 
fishermen. 

‘A report, therefore, based upon such & 
foundation,” the Consuls are compelled to 
ronounce as simply worthless ; and they do 
jope that your Excellency will not reat 
‘content with placing such incorrect information 
before the High Auth ies, but proceed at 
once to order a new survey, conducted upon 
more reliable and reasonable principles. 

‘The Consuls venture to suggest that your 
Excellency possesses abundant appliances for 

ing a survey s0 conducted. You have at 
jposal a Harbour Master, who is an 









































who doubtless is able to give an opinion on 
the capacity of foreign dredging machines to 
do the work assigned them ; and you have in 
your Customs’ Department a number of 





geutlemen who can furnish you with exhaue- 








ting aside foreign aid 
‘at your command many nat 
more or less conversant with maritime 
affairs, and certainly men more likely to be 
equal 'to the examination of « river bar than 
‘two civilian magistrates. 

In thus criticizing the character of the 
survey which has Been ‘made, the Consuls 
desire again to urge upon your attention the 
extreme urgency of the 
iuportanco which the question beara relatively 
to Ohinove and foreign interests, 

Daily experience of this river proves that 
accretions grow with a rapidity which in- 
crease in direct ratio to their volume. Any 
obstruction which may have presented no 
material difficulties as regards removal, when 
this matter was first mooted, must by this 
time have gained largely in extent and 
solidity, and the longer attention to it is 
delayed, the greater will be the 
trouble ‘of treating it effectively 5 
‘entirely to iteelf, if will in time simply close 
‘the port to any but medium-sized or even 
smaller craft. With increasing difficulty of 
access, the importance of the port, as a com- 
mercial dep6t, will certainly decline. ‘Trade, 
which must have an outlet somewhere, will 
be attracted to other points, and the result 
cannot but be prejudicial, in the long run, 
equally to our foreign commerce and to the 
revenues of your honorable country. This 
view of the casa may not have influenced 
your mind with all the weight it merits, when 
Your report was first submitted, but two

fore concluding, the Consuls deem it right 
to say a few words in regard to a point raised 
in the communication lately addressed by His 
Highness Prince Kung to the Foreign Ministers 
on the subject of the Bar. 

The Prince argues that the Bar is on 
obstruction provided by nature, and that 
China is quite entitled to avail horself of its 
existence to protect the port, if necessary, 
from entrance of an aggressive naturo, 
of war. ‘The Ministers will no doubt reply to 
this argement as they think fit ; but the Gon- 
suls to explain, as far as your Ex 
Iency is concerned, that no real difficulty neoi 
be raised on this particular ‘Peaco 
is the normal condition of natione, and whi 
pence lasts, mutual interchange of commodities 
is the paramount consideration. Were the 
bar dredged in the interests of commerce, the 
channel 80 formed could at a few hours’ notice 
be closed, should the safety of the port call 
for the adoption of such an extreme measure ; 
and even should this not be considered a 
sufficient security, it is of course quite within 
the power of China to construct meanwhile 
such land defences at the river mouth as al 
may deem necessary for the purpote.

Homo since its reorganisation. As you will 
observe, they are only copies of those which 
wero regularly presented at the ordinary 
meetings during the past three years ; and I 
conceive my present duty to be confined 
simply to offering some general and explana- 
tory remarks on them. 











‘The lease of the building under the previous 
management having expired, I, on the 15th of 
May, 1871, took over charge of the Home 
under its new coustitution,, modelled by Sir. 
W. H. Tapp, and accepted by the Committee 
at's meeting held op the 28th September, 
1870—and subsequently ratified with regard 
to certain modifications at that of the 2nd 
January, 1872—and in terms of my agreement 
‘entered into with your Chairman at that date. 

‘The Looks had been ereuly balanced, and 
with the exception of a sum of $248, being the 
current deposits of the men who were at the 
time inmates, (viz : 14 at from $6 to $14; 2, 
without means ; and 6, distressed Cousular 
seamen,) the Home was without a dollar to 
its credit. ‘The furniture was scanty and 
somewhat dilapidated, and in respect of the 
‘common necessaries of such an establishment, 
it was slmost destitute. ‘The assots, there- 
fore, as represented by these items, ‘may be 
said to have been intrinsically valueless, and 
statable only at nominal figure. Since t 
the first objects to which the surplus earnin, 
have been applied have been towards a 
graduial and steady improvement in this direo- 
tion, until the Home is at the present day 
acknowledged to bs as comfortably, thoug! 
plainly furnished, as is suitable to the circum- 
stances of those for whose home itis intended. 
Notwithstanding that tho Home was re- 
established with the main view of affording 
admission to sailors at the lowest cost, it has 
been more than self-supporting, with all the 
nae, such ae rent medical ex 
ages, and so’ on, regularly paid, 
Bearing in mind that the Home. commenced 
operations on the 15th May, 1871, with no 
credit of its own, it must be gratifying to

summer months more than compensates for 
the loss ; so that taking the whole yearround, 
there is an average annual profit of about 
$600. I cannot foresee any circumstance that 
will be likely tointerfere with this satiefactory 
result in the future. With regard to the 
influence which the opening of the Suez Canal 
has exercised upon the prosperity of the 
‘Home, it is difficult to advance an opinion 
fone way or the other, inasmuch as the new 
scheme came into operation after that event 
had taken place. Nor does it appear to me 
to be of any importance. No doubt the 
replacement of sailing ships by steamers had 
the effect of diminishing to a certain extent 
the business that otherwise would have been 
done in discharging and shipping men at 
Shanghai, owing to the fact that the crews of 
the latter are considerably smaller, the class 
composing them superior, and the terms of 
engagements more advantageous, rendering 
the necessity for any change at foreign ports 
less frequent ; but whatever influence such an 
exigency of the trade might have exercised 
‘on the working of the Sailors’ Home as a self- 
supporting itution, the evil effects of it 
reached their culminating point a year ago, 


























and the Home tided it over with ite stability 
unshaken, 
‘There ‘two features connected with the 





Sailors’ Home, which, considered beside the 
fact of its present prosperity, must ever place 
it amongst the foremost of local benevolent 
institutions, and one that no tempor 
untoward circumstances should be permitted 
to interfere with its continued existence. I 
refer to its character as a Home toits inmates, 
givingevery reasonablecomfortin health, every 
care and consideration in sickness, and every 
indulgence in times of pecuniary hardship; 
and to the means of relief it aifords to the 
community and the several Governments 
represented here, in regard to distressed 
seamen generally. 

‘During the period under review, not one 
of themen who entered it under my guarantee 
ad been expelled from the Home to become 
thereby a burden aud an annoyance to the 
community. Many from a difficulty of 
obtaining fresh engagements, continued to be

Kept op, although the funds with which they 
entered hhad been exhausted, until employment 
could be obtained by them ; and many left 
considerally indebted to it, owing to sickness, 
and the consequently longerresideuce than was 
anticipated; while others in destitute cir- 
cumstances are not eent to sea without. being 
provided with sundry little comforts, euch as 
bed and cover, tobacco, soap,’ pipes, 
matches, &o., &e., and frequently clothing, ab 
the expense of the Home, These are sources 
of loss, and it might be suggested that a 
chauge’ should be made in the prevailing 
practice, whereby the liabilities wider these 
hheads would be lessened. But from mauy 
years’ experience of sailors, aud their im- 
provident. babite, and dificulty of gotting 
‘work on shore, I cannot consistently with the 
philanthropic motives with which I. ha 
Always regarded the establisument of the 
Home, suggest a better plan than that under 
which’ it is at preseut carried on. 

‘The number of men who have entered the 
Home ‘during ‘the three years and four 
months under notice, has beon two thousand 
and twenty-three.

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‘The Cnaraaan asked if there was any 
report of the transactions of the Home for 
the past three months ? 

Mr. Bowen said was not, because 
the time was 0 short ; but that period was 
included in the three years’ report, 

‘Admiral SuapweLt asked for informa- 
tion respecting the contractor’s terms for 
supplying food ? 

‘Mr. Bowen replied that the terms were 
80 conts per head per day for the mon, 
‘and 50 cents for officers, the food supplied 
to the latter being somewhat better. ‘The 
men also were provided with a very good 
scale of food inteed, and complaints wore 
never made as to its quality. 

‘Admiral Suapweti—And there is a 
rogulnr medical attendant for them ? 

‘Mr. Bowex—Yes, Dr. Johnston is the 
medical attendant. ‘The men are provided 
with board, lodging, washing, and medical 
attendance. 

‘The Cuaraan anid they had tided over 
the quarter better than they expected to 
do, which was an encouragement to go on 
for another quarter. 

‘Mr. Bowex said the Home soomed now 
to be in every way much more popular 
among seamen, ‘They were charged a 
dollar a day, but it really did not cost 
some of them more than 60 cents, because 
sometimes owing to the difficulty of getting 
employment they remained in the Home 
longer than their money lasted, or becauso 
they fell nick, In consequence of these 
contingencies, some of the men left the 
Home in debi, boing a loss to its funds. 

Admiral SuapweLs asked if there were 
no means of recovering such debts—could 
they not fall back upon the mon’s em- 
ployers when they obtained berth: 

Mr, Bowe replied in the nega 

‘The Crarsax said the debts were some- 
times paid out of the men’s advance notes. 

Mr, Bowsx, in reply to, questions, 
anid the bar did not make much profit; in 
fact, it only just cleared itsolf. If it were 
allowed moro liberty, it would bo profita- 
dle, ‘The men could obtain good English 
beer at ten cents a glass, and $2 was the 
limit of credit ; and when a man had had 
one or two glasses he was not servi 
again for atime, ‘The bar was really a 
canteen, oF pli ry refreshment, 

ly drinking purposes. If 
}0 the Home, and it could 
be seen that he had been drinking outside, 
he was not served at the bar. 

Dr. JouNstox said there ought to be an 
understood rule to that effect. 

‘Mr. Bowen nid he was very glad to say 
there was very little drunkenness seen in 
the Home. What there was, was owing to 
the influence of the grog-shops and Chinese 
stores outside. 

Cnptain THomsox—And of course you 
give them govdl and pure liquor in ‘the

Admiral Suapwers remarked that there 
had been a Branch Temperance Hall 
opened nearly opposite the Home, and 
asked if it intorfored much with the 
earnings of the Home ?

Home, he asked, supposing a loss should 
be sustained in the first or second month

out before the end of the third month? 

‘Mr. Bowe was understood to say no; 
but he was very careful with the accounts, 
and if he found he was losing, he would 
at once ask the Chairman to call a meeting 
of the Committee. 

Mr. Keswick, looking at the accounts 
laid on the table, ssid he would like to 
know what the real depreciation for the 
three months was? 

‘Mr. Bowen replied that it was very 
Tittle, aud was chiefly incurred through 
bad debts. 

The Cuamaan asked if Mr. Bowen 
thought the expenses of the Home would 
ultimately absorb the whole of the reservo 
fund through such losses ?

that purpose, and a high rate of discount 
proffered to him, but he always declined, 
‘and sot his face against such a practice. 
Officers as well as men had applied to him, 
but he had never encouraged them in any 
way, 

‘The Cuarnscax said he was glad to hear 
that statement, because it had been said 
that such a system was believed to exist 
in the Home. A great object was to 
induce captains to pay off their men not 
in bills on the owners, but in cash. 

Admiral Suavwent referred to the 
facilities given to seamen to send money 
home to their families, and asked as to the 
postal xrrangements relating thereto. 

‘The Cuargwan said a large quantity of 
money was sent home by seamen by Post 
Office Orders, the charge being, he thought, 
3d. in the £1. 

Admiral SHapwert asked if the build- 
ing was in good repair? 

‘Mr. Bowes replied that it was in very 
good order.

This race being a new 
Club's programme, naturally 
siderable interest, and speculation—ioral,

‘Fawcett was then examined xs to the 
circumstances of the case, and made a full 
confession, and he also wrote a letter to 
the foreigner superintending the erection 
of the lighthouse, ‘The fatal weapon was 
taken and brought to the Yamen, and that, 
as well as the reply [of the foreigner], wax 
deposited along with the records of the 
‘There is the least doubt that 
ng-chiao was shot by Faweett. 
‘The Magistrate then sent Fawcett on to 
the Chefoo Taotai, and the latter having 
just received a letter from the British 
Consul, at once handed Fawcett over to 
that official. All this shows that Chinese 
officials observe the Treaty, and are careful 
in their treatment of foreigners, Faweott, 
however, now changed his statement, and 
said that he was beating one man with » 
revolver when it weut off by accident, and 
hit another who was standing by.” But 
why must he use « rerolver of all thinge, 
which he knew wae a dangerous weapon. 
fo beat a man with ? His doing av shows 
he was bent on murder, and the wish of 
Taotai that he should forfeit life for life 
was only reasonable.

matter of self-protection. Moreover, be 
fore thia, it was already common talk in 
Chefoo tiiat the mandarin in charge of the 
work had not been repressing the country 
people, but rather had been egging them 
on to be obstructive to foreigners, #0 as to 
prevent the latter from employing Ningpo 
workmen, the consequence of which was, 
that the’ villagers hiad become very bold 
and aggresive. ‘The fault, therefore, rests 
rather with the offic than with Faweett, 
inasmuch as they did not repress the 
matter ginning, but allowed it to 
proceed till it came bloodshed. Th 
erection of the lighthouse was no private 
matter of foreigners, but an Imperial 
affair, and therefore the local offic 
should lnve taken particular measures to 
repress the population.

‘THE STRANDING OF THE “ LUCERNE.” 

The ship Lucerne, which cleared from 
this port on ‘Thursday last for New- 
chwang, came to grief on Friday aft 
noon, by touching on the Ariadne rock. 
‘This is the vessel whose crew gave the Shang- 
hai Police Court so much trouble, through 
refusal of duty on several dccasions. 
From particulars kindly supplied to us on 
board H. M. 8. Frolic, it appears that the 








‘captain of the Lucerne discharged his pilot 
when off Tungsha Lightship, and proceeded 
his voyage, but wishing to save distance, 
tood to the northward of the Ariadne 
rock instead of steering the usual course 
to the Saddles. At noon on Friday, 
he took bearings of Gutzlaif, and find- 
ing the Lucerne was too far to the 
eastward, discovered that he would be 
unable to weather the rock, distant 
. For some necessary 
eged to have left the 
f apace, and on returning, 
seeing breakers close by, he droppzd an 
anchor which held, and the ship swinging 
to it, took the rock just under the main- 
chains, but not sufliciently to remain 
fixed.’ The tide faced the ship to the 
north-west, the captain alleging that he 
was deceived thereby, expecting to find 
the ourseut petting ‘exeetly. the reverse: 
ing the dangerous position the sh 
was in, he slipped his cable, and 
to put her on a course to return to Shang- 
hai, Finding that she was leaking fast, 
‘and also making but little way, and being 
apprehensive that she would ‘soon foun- 
jer, he determined to beach her, if pos- 
sible, on the South bank. ‘Two or three 
pilot boats, perceiving the difficulty the 
ip was in, bore down, and offered. th 
vices, but these were declined. It was 
by the pilots’ advice, however, that the 
in resolved to'run for the South 
, Gutzlaf then bearing S.E., distant 
about three miles. ‘The water in her hold 
had increased so fast, that it was momen- 
tarily expected that the ship wouldaink, and 
it was deemed advisable to get away from 
her as speedily as possible. ‘The boats hud 
previously been lowered, and the captain 
and crew got into them and were ultimately 
reeeived on board one of the pilot 
schooners, tho ship still heading for the 
bank. It ia said that some of the crews 
of the other pilot boats got on board 
the sinking ship, which they contended 
was now a derelict, but the captain 
declares that he did not leave the 
ship to her fate, but sailed near her 
in his own boat until she grounded, 
and that it was not till then he went 
on board the pilot schooner. He ther 
fore contends that she was not a a 
ship grounded, the water had 
upper deck beams, and it was 
possible she could have floated many 
minutes longer. Early on Saturday morn- 
ing H. M.S. Frolic sighted the Lucerne 
aground on the ehaol, and steered towards 
her to render any needful assistance. Find- 
ing how matters were, she took the eaptai 
on board and proceeded towards Shanghai, 
jot schooner bringing on the crew, 
ing near the wreck, but 
clear, On arriving 















































































ng procured, the captain came 
igliai, and reported the ocour- 
‘Agents, Messrs, Pustan & Co. 
Having obtained pumps, from Mr. 
J.S. Baron, he again proceeded to tho 
wreck on Saturday evening, accompanied 
by representative of the Agents. 

By the return on Tuesday of the repre- 
sentative of the agents, Messrs, Pustan 
& Co., from the Lucerne, we are in posses- 
f soine further particulars, The party 
arrived at 8 am. on Monday, but until 
they left, at 8 p.m. the same day, the 
vessel could not be approached ao as to 
permit of placing on board the pumps, 
&e., which they had taken down, Seas 
were rolling in and covering the deck to 
depth of rome 5 or 6 feet at high water, 20 
that any attempts to pump the ship ont 
must be delayed until the tides fall, and 
smouther water al the necessary ma- 
chinery to be placed un board, without the 
Tisk of its being washed away.” At low tide 
the Lucerneis 5 or 6 feet above water level, 
but two hours only elapsed when she wax 
again submerged. “A diver went down on 
Monday to examine the nature of the 
damage done to her hull by contact with 












































the rocks, and he stated that he found 
what appeared to be only a scratch. Thi 

therefore conjectured that some of her 
planking may have started, but from the 
fact of her being rather firmly seated in 
the mud, there may be other external 
damage ‘which cannot yet be ascer- 
tained. Attempts will be made, s0 soon 
as circumstances are more favourable, to 
set pumps to work on her.

Tapanese, who are now tolerably ‘nome 
in Europe, exhibit a timidity of manner due

existence they share the examination of 
which they undertake. © They manifest under 
Timoet all. circumstances” auch elevated 
tontiments and so honourable a character 
that it may be asked whether civilization will 
increase or diminish their intrinsic worth. 
‘There is no question as to their superiority to 
all the more or less kindred nationalities 
which form their neighbours, ‘They are 
reproached, indeed, with defects due to their 
race and origin—namely, a certain slowness 
in execution which is in striking contrast with 
the rapidity of their conception, @ kind of 
incurable distrust of themselves ‘and. others. 
They display, in short, some of those small 
defects with which Europeans are 90 largely 
endowed, along with and indefatig- 
able desire to appropriate all the benefits of 
modern civilization, Attempts are being 
made in Japan to eradicate prejudices and to 
introduce opportune reforms, thus showing 
that the observations made in Europe and the 
relations formed with Europeans in Japan alike 
have had the happiest results, All this gi 
them a right to the goodwill and sympathy 
of Europe, which the Chinese do not possess. 
Yet a note emanating from an authentic 
source seems to show that Europe, disregard- 
ing its true interest, and taking no account of 
the efforts of Japan, is furnishing the Chinese 
with the arms they need to engage in war. 
I shall be glad if the cargoes mentioned in the 
following note, with a precision which adds 
to its credibility, can be explained otherwise 
than by despatch to China :—"The Marseilles

The Naval Force in China is distributed 
with reference to political considerations, the 
support of Consular Autlofity at the Treaty 
Ports, and the general protection of the 
interests of British Trade. If, in addition to 
those duties, the Naval Force is also to be 
called to be ever present to assist in cases 
where the accidents of incautious navigat 
lead merchant vessels into difficulties, its 
amount must be largely augmented, at the 
cost of a very considerable increase of 
expense. 

‘or these reasons, it is out of my power to 
comply with the wishes of the Foochow 
Chamber of Commerce, or to make any 
alteration in the existing arrangements. 

You will communicate a copy of this 
memorandum to Mr. Consul Sinclair, for the 
information of the Chamber of Commerce.
